disease widely prevalent in Europe. In London 
at the time of the - great plague towards the 
end of the seventeenth century, over a sixth 
of the half million inhabitants of that. time 
fell victims to the disease before the great fire 
purified the city of its germ-saturated hovels, 

The earliest descriptions of plague, as 
recognised at.the present day, refer to epi- 
demics in Egypt in the early cefturies before 
the Christian era. We first hear mention of 
ane eee being Prevalent in Europe’ in 
: D.D., when a great epidemic, lasting for 
fifty or sixty years, devastated the population 
of the mighty Roman Empire. After that and 
until the middle of last century epidemics 
occasionally appeared in Europe. In more 
recent times limited epidemics. have occurred 
in Astrachan, at Oporto, and at Glasgow as 
recently ag 1901, whilst Cardiff in the follow- 
ing year was under suspicion owing to the 
finding of infected rate. 

After. escaping infection for fifty years 
Egypt was again. attacked, the first cases 
appearing in Alexandria in. 1899, There is 
reason to believe that these cases originated 
from communication with some of the Red 
Sea ports where plague was known to have 
been prevalent, more especially in Assit) for 
many years. The’ great centres of plague in 
modern times have been India and China. It 
has also visited Cape Town, : East -London, 
Port Elizabeth, Durban in South Africa, 
Zanzibar. further north, Sydney, Brisbane, 
Fremantle, Perth and Géraldston in Australia, 
Auckland in New Zealand, Manila, Mauritius, 
Madagascar, San Francisco, Santos, and other 
places, From the autumn of 1896 to. the end 
of 1904, according to the recent ,report on 
sanitation in India, the number of ‘victims 
to plague in that country was 3,250,000 

Retent research has served. to confirm the 
idea that the dissemination of plague is largely 
due to the diffusion of the germs by rats: Ex 
perience, ‘more especially in Sydney, Hong 
Kong,.and Cape Town, has.also shown that the 
destruction of rats is by far the most important 
measure next to the general cleansing of a 
locality. Great interest. has been shown in an 
attempt. to cause the wholesale destruction of 
rats by the introduction of « disease among 
them peculiar te rodents. In Cape Town this 
method, first attempted by Danyss, achieved 
some success, At the suggestion of Professor 
Simpson bread smeared withthe special Danysz- - 
germs was laid down in. places known to be 
frequented by rats. Not only did the rats die 
in the places where thé bread was deposited 
but also in the surrounding districts, showing 
that some of the animals had migrated and 
conveyed the disease to others. At preseht 
the originator of this method of exterminating 
animals by the introduction of a special disease 
is engaged in experimenting on similar lines 
in Australia with a view to decreasing the 
number of rabbits, the great pest of the 
agriculturalist and stock farmer. More recent 
investigation seems to be narrowing the means

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ENGLISH OPERA -IN CAIRO.

“THE CATCH OF THE SEASON.” 


On leaving the house at the close of the 
performance of.“The Catch of the Season,” at 
the Khedivial Opera House, on Tharsday night, 
oor chief fealing was one of admiration 
for the audacity of Mr. Seymour Hicks. That 
aman should dare write and atage a play of 
that nature shows that he knew and despised 
his London andience to a nicaty. ‘I'o expect 
a plot is furbidden, bat a libretto devoid of 
hamonr, epigram, or even topical allusions, 
begins to pale very soon, and the lyrics were 
lockily for the most part inandible. Ifa leading 
character is to rivet the attention of the house 
by a stammer, surely it were advieable to give 
him a witty remark to make at the end ofit, 
and the daologae between the Dake and 
Dandreary in Act II, sank below the level of 
provincial pantomime. One only hopes that 
our Continental friends do not judge the 
English stage by a piece such as “this, for 
however much the original production may be 
improved by dresses, scenery, otc., one cannot 
get away from tha book and the music, of 
which the less said the better. : 

The firat act never seemed to begin until 
the entry of Mr. Harry Cole and Mr. E. 
Attwell, who livéned things up considerably, 
though perhaps it is a bit hard to judge the 
local Gibson Girls by the Camille Clifford 
standard. The dressing-scene at the end of 
the act was a fiasco, and once nearly stopped 
altogether, but the condactor by a barst of 
desperate energy managed to pull them through 
somehow. 

Act II. was a revelation to the ufinitiated 
of the wonderfal things that can happen at 
a ducal ball, It was. not a fancy-dress affair, 
but you found Miss Morra giving a Japanese 
song and dance not at all badly, shortly 
followed by » Highland fling and an Irish 
gong, in which the patriotism of the gallery 
was appealed to with success. Miss Corlass was 
a little disappointing after her performances 
on her last visit: She seems to have lost some 
of her voice and activity, and made no real 
hit till her daet and daoce with Mr. Cole, 
which was the most suocessfal item in the 
play-and.quite deserved its applause andeacore. 
Taken all round, the company worked really 
hard and made the best of a vary poor job, the 
only person not rising to thd occasion being a 
well-known member of the Royal Engineers. 


. ,SUBVENTIONS TO THEATRES, 


“Al Mokattam,” in a recently published 
artio's, replies to the critiques of several native 
organs which appear to object te the granting 
of subventions to Earopean theatres in Egypt 
and to the constraction of a new Opera-House. 

According to ovr contemporary, these sub- 
ventions are in a sense & commercial specala- 
tion. The ‘opera attracts tourists, gives them a 
motive for prolonging their stay in Cairo, and 
thereby farthers the expenditare of consider- 
able sams-in the Capital. With this statement 
we agree, bnt when our contemporary asserts 
that the country receives a hundred-told the 
amount of the subvention paid by Government 
we feel bound to hint that over-statement 
injures a good cate. The tourisp element 
is not as a rele conspicuous on opera-nights, 
We have somatimes wiehsd it was more in 
evidence, for it is notorious that a goodly 
proportion of the habitual opera-goers of 
Cairo confine themselves during the entr’actes 
and overtures to a survey of the frocks and 
faces — doubtless charming—which they see 
around them, and subside, on the lifting 
of the curtain, into a comatose lethargy, 
only broken by the fortissimo effects of the 
orchestra, or by, the raptarous applause with 
which another section of tha atdience.— 
enthusiastic if anoritical—greets the high note 
of the tenor or the conclusion of the soprano’s 
best known aria. Again if tourists would only 
frequent the opera more regularly we should 
hear’less of those cheerful individoals, who 
have’ no ear for European music, to whom 
three or four notes separated by a quar‘er of a 
toneand produced from the throat are the 
idealof vocal beauty, who talk gaily in. Arabic’ 
through theoverture of Lohengrin or Tann 
haiiser, politely inform the remonstrant that 
they will cease as soon as the opera begins, and 
are obviously bored by all except the ballet, 
and scenes that represent daels, executions, or 
conspiracies. 

In our opinion the opera is not intended to 
bea mere resort of the fashionable, nor to 
raplaée Karakash and the cinematograph. 
Nor is it— pace our excellent: contemporary 
—a purely commercial specalation, Its object 
is two-fold—to instract the musician and to 
please that section of the public which enjoys 
good music, acting, and'singing. We therefore 
hope that when the regulations that will rale 
the new Opera House are known we shall find 
that a certain namber of good places. are 
regularly reserved for the occasional public. 
We do not ask for the nomber of- abonnements 
to be redaced—only for such an increase of 
accommodation that will allow the masic-lover 
of moderate means to indalge his hobby with 
more ease and, if possible, at less expense, 
Again, we should like to see more definiteness 
in the programmes, A tourist for instance who

Why 
cannot we have proper programmes for the 
woek not to be departed from withont the 
odgent reasons 7 ;

“T have a body in my house which has re- 
mained perfect for fourteen years under the 
action of embalming flaid,” continued Mr. 
Gumerford. “The liquid now used is far bet- 
ter than that made by the Ezyptiane, for it 
preserves the bedy withoat mutilation, brings 
a healthy look to the featares, and actually 
makes some people look better after they are 
dead than when they lived. 

“But the health of the living is more to be 
considered than the lodks of the dead, and the 
advantages of embalming flaid as a preventive 
of disease are what will bring it into general 
use, Ninety per cent. of contagious disease is 
communicated to ths living from the bodies of 
the dead. Germa which have caused death 
multiply a thousand fold in a corpse: and 
thereby endanger the lives of all who come 
near. Many people get diseases at- funerals 
and never have the least idea where these 
maladies were contracted. It is well-known now 
by medical men that the mere fact of exposure 
does not assure the exposed person of an attack. 
A persin in good health may be exposed 
many times without harm, but the germs 
obtain a foothold in a system which chances 
to be in a susceptible condition. So it is that 
a friend may contract a disease at a faneral 
while those in the household escape. 

“Nearly all undertakers are, nowadays, ein- 
balmers. The interest of undertakers in 
obtaining certificates from the state so that 
tHey may legally do sach work was evidenced 
by more than 100 who took the state examina- 
tion a few weeks ago. Nearly all states forbid 
embalming without a license. Among the 
‘regalations of burial which I expedt: to sea
